Cairo court overturns election law as unconstitutional 


CAIRO (AP) — Egypt's highest 
court Saturday declar^ unconsti-. 
■ tutional the law under which the 
current pariiament was elected. 

But the constitutional court 
said the election code's flaws do 
• not invalidate legislation enacted 
by the 458-member People's 
' Assembly since it was seati^ in 
1987. 

President Hosni Mubarak's 
government argued before the 
court that tbe law does not violate 
individnal rights, bat the r uling 
that it did was widely expected. 
So was the ruling that parlia- 
ment’s actions are valid, because 
court findings in non-crunin-d 
suits cannot be retroactive. 


The verdict leaves the coun- 
try's immediate political future in 
Mnbarak’s hands. He must de- 
cide whether to diahand the 
assembly or simi^y to order it to 
amend tbe election code to satisfy 
the constitutional court’s objec- 
tions. 

Sources close to the govern- 
ment said Mubarak is more likely 
to keep the assembly alive until 
its term exfnres in 1992. Hie 
assembly would legislate a new 
or amended election law before 
the next poDs. 

The sources said the govern- 
ment feels the national mood is 
not right for elections now. Reli- 
gion-based trouble betwemi Mns- 


fims and Christians has occurred 
recently in parts of riie country.

And increasingly so does the 
Israeli-dedared “security zone” 
— a swathe of territory between 
two to 14 kilometres wide north 
of Israel's border stretdung 85 
kilometres from the Mediterra- 
nean in tile west to Mount Her- 
mon in the east 

SLA, Israeli and United Na- 
tions commandos said tiie first 
four months of this year were 
some of tbe quietest in the zone 
since Israel withdrew most of its 
troops from Lebanon in 1985 
after its 1982 invasion. 

In addition to the low level of 
guerrilla attadcs and other inci- 
dents, they agreed that die SLA 
had become a more pro feg s ionai 


force at an estimated cost to 
Israel of $3 miUton a month. 

Hie militia is supported by 
several hundred Israefi troops in 
tile Soutii nliich are reinforoed 
when needed. The 5,900 U.N. 
peacekeepers in tbe re^on bold 
that tbe SLA is illegal and refuse 
officially to recognise it. 

“If yon Gon^iare tiie first four 
months of last year with tbe same 
period this year the nnmber of 
(guerrilla) operations are 25 per 
cent of what they were,” said 
SLA Commander General Anti- 
one Lahd, largely recovered from 
an attempted assagtinatinn IS 
months ago. 

“Also most operations now 
consist of shooting in the dire^

away. In tbe past they tried to 
occupy thenL” said Lahd, nlio 
added that tiie SLA was at full 
strength witii 3,000 mflitiainen. 

Hie general saw the redaction 
in attacks as proof of tbe im- 
proved stren^ of the SLA 
tiiroDgh better training and 
eqnqMnent which led to hi^ 
guerrilla losses, deterring groups 
from laundiii^ attacks. 

But U.N. officers said that 
although the SLA had become 
more effeoive, this did not fully 
explain the large decline in guer- 
rilla (^lerations. 

“The last four months were 
very quiet but maybe it depends 


more on the situation in Beirut,” 
said Colonel Odd Helge Olsen, 
commander of the Norw^ian 
batallion of the United Natkms 
In terim F orces in South Lebanon 
(UNIFIL). 

The U.N. officers said a power 
struggle in tbe Shi’ite Muslim 
community between the Syrian- 
backed Amal militia and pro- 
Iranian Ifizbollah (Party of God) 
had largely switched the groups' 
attention away from raids on the 
buffer zone. 

“Since the Amal-iHSzbollah war 
b^an in 1988, the trend has been 
for operations in the south to be 
SO per cent down,” said a U.N. 
source. “We used to count two 
attacks a day but in the last few 
months we had one or less a day 
and low casualties.” 

Hw SLA soffeted no fatalities 
in the first tiiree months of this 
year. 

“Hie SLA and IDF still have 
some proUems bat now for inst- 
ance ^ SLA can directly call in 
Israeli helicopters or artill^ sup- 
port,'’ the source said. “No other 
militia in Lebanon can match 
thw resources.'* 

Tbe source said incide nts of 
SLA militiamen firing at UNIFIL 
positions had fallen. **Hie IDF is 
even testing them, seeing if it can 
stay on the bonfer and let tbe 
SLA hold the zone,” he said.

Education conference 
'war^ of' bleak future'

AMMAN Ten mfllioo chil- 
dren throughont the Arab 
World are unable to attend 
sdiool. Sixty per cent of the 
Arab population are SUterate 

— between the ages of 15 and 
45. Furthermore, boys have 
better chances to attain 
education than giris and statis- 
tics show that these numbers 
mcrease every day. 

Striving to r e d u ce die num- 
bers of uneducated and illiter- 
ate people, enhance the quality 
of location and ensure basic 
education for all ^ the year 
SXX). tbe Arab Thought Forum 
(AT^ focused its attention on 
the future of education m the 
Arab World in a conference 
held last week. The theme of 
tbe gatfaexii^ was '^education m 
the Arab World in tbe 21st 
Century." Attending the ooo- 
fereoce were education and 
economics to^daKsts and con- 
sultants from Jordan, Egypt, 
Kuwait, Lebanon, Bahrain, 
Saudi Arabia, Qatar, Tunisia, 
Sudan, Morocco, Noith Yemen 
and Libya in addition to 
Swhzeriand, En^and, Firanoe, 
Canada and tbe Unit^ States. 

The conference discussed 
how essential and productive 
education is both economically 
and sodalbr; how to set goals 

— whetiier it should be derived 
from tbe developed eonatries 
or purely frran tradition and 
religious aspects — as wdl as 
the economic angle and bow to 
npgr^ the quality of ednea- 
tioD in students and teachers, 
according to Or. >^ctor Bflleb, 
preadent of Jordan's National 
Centre for Education and Re- 
search. 

ffiUeh said the government of 
Jordan had already embarked 
on a lO-year tittro-(rfiase de- 
velopmenz plan which began in 
1989. Its aim, also discussed 
and evaluated in tbe confer- 
ence, is to build a compretieo- 
sii« system and to Hnprave the 
quality of teadung feara- 
mg, and .ultimatdy to aefaiove 
finuSamental reform. 

The fiist phase wfakfa vnll 
take place between 1989-1992 
inchides a anrieuliiffl refnm 
and a foS range of new text- 
books. BEdi ^ tbe teediing 
niattnrialwasalxeadyfotiieixo-- 
cess of bemg designed vrith 200 
Joidamans working on it. 
It will be introduced this 
September and within five 
years thrat trill be an entirefy 
neyr cunicnlum and range (rf 


textbooks for all grades. 

The second phase from 1992 
until 1SI9S Hn^ves extending 
compulsory education up to 
grade 10 from grade nine, re- 
vising tbe basic aod secondary 
curricuia into an approach tiiat 
would emphasise creative 
thinking. BUleh added that by 
1994, new procedures for ex- 
aminations would be im- 
plemented to ensure a higher 
form of education. 

From the years 1995 to 1998. 
tbe last phase win be iapfeiDent- 
ed. It wQI be devoted to teadiets, 
"to improve their cpiality and 
provide them wiA training 
within the country and 
abroad," aoerading to Billeh. 

BOleh said that Jordan was 
among the few in tbe develop- 
ing countries that does not have 
a proUem with number of 
sdiools, rather the issue is qual- 
iQr. “Abc>m 200 existnig schools 
which lack adequate facilities, 
such as libraries, laboratories, 
workshops, will be provided 
with necessary equipment and 
Histractional teduKrfogjes to 
attain better qnalhy," accord- 
ing to BiOeh. An adfitional 400 
new schools will be constructed 
to meet the oeeto of the rapidly 
increasing sdiool age. Now 48 
per cent of Jordan's population 
are below the age IS. 

'’Rented spools, already 
accommodating some 238JXX) 
stnden^ vriU also be rqdaced 
vrith higher quality ones," he 
added. 

Qute an ambitions goal to be 
achieved in only a decade. "But 
we cannot afford not to have a 
reform," BOldi stated. "The 
chaises that are oeenniBg world- 
wide in technology and the 
information that the indents 
vrill be subjected to in the fu- 
ture are tremendous and we 
should p iepare peiqde to cope 
vrith duu^ and im{XDve tiieir 
lives." 

Tbe consequences of not 
meeting the goab are seven, 
says Jawad Anaia, a Jordanian 
economic coosnltant, panting 
out that unemployment, de- 
terioration of quality of educa- 
tion, a lack of reyonse to solve 
issnes bke agricuhnre, techuol- 
0 ^ etc. and oompiete social 
disturbances and unrest will 
surge if these goals are not 
adiieved. 

Statistics say that by tbe year 
2000, tbe population in tbe 
Arab Worid vriU readi 273 
million (it is currently 200 
mSIioa). Tbe dementary stage 
will be as high as 39.2 millkHi by 
tbe year 2000. Tbe secondary 
stage vrill add op to 23 J mO- 


Uoii. College students will fi- 
gure some 3.7 million. The 
number of students wfll readi 
66.2 millioo in the year 2000. 
"If die goals are not met, there 
is going to be an ever increasing 
number of uneducated, illiter- 
ate and unskilled people in the 
Arab World," said Anani. 

Billeh feeb OfXiinistic that 
the go^ of tbe ten-year reform 
|tian will be achieved. Although 
there are econonic risks, be 
said, a cost efficiency program- 
me has been designed. But be 
did not go into details. The 
programme will be “im- 
plemented gradually and thus it 
vrill not a^ct the students and 
leadieis," he said. 

Economists, however, are 
not so optimistic. The costs for 
renewing education systems 
throu^ioiit the Arab World are 
estimated at around S57.5 bil- 
lion by the year 2000. In Jordan 
alone, the reform {rian is ex- 
pected to cost S9S0 million. 

Not only are the costs of 
reform vronying, but Anani 
pttinted out there is an evident 
impact of education in perform- 
ance and "the current status in 
the Arab World is not a good 
one." Deve loping countries are 
spendr^ so nmeh on education 
yet are not producing peo- 
I^e for die skilled jobs for 
agticalture and science etc. 

He said that an ideal ^stem 
the Arab World should push for 
is to have six per cent of the 
popnl^on in the industrial 
fields, three per cent scientists 
and thought development, one 
per cent innovators and 90 per 
cent of the popnlatioo in quat 
ified skflled labour arid semi- 
and unskilled labour. 

At present there are only 
5,000 out of 200 millioD qual- 
ified as sdentisis and in the 
industrial fields. Innovators and 
the sldlled labour markets are 
as low as 30 to 50 per cent in the 
Arab World, while the unskil- 
led are around SO per cent, 
according to statistics given by 
Anani. 

"FulfiDing eveiyones right 
to education is a bigger task ^ 
should haw pricnity over every- 
thing else. Basic education is 
essential to enhance productiv- 
ity, food needs and job oppor- 
tnnities." 

Wito 90 mtlH on children each 
year born in the developing 
countries, there vrill be con- 
siderable nnmbes of onem- 
{rfoyed, unsigned and xQiterate 
people if ^ the year 2000 tbe 
education system has not made 
drastic dianges, many spedal- 
ists fear.

Arab security 


SEVERAL issues of cfimost coooern to the Arab peoples 
hare been adranced to occupy the ^enda of the Baglwtad 
snmmit sdiedoled fbr May 28. All of the indifidnal issues 
touted for dkcambm are of extreme importance to the 
present and ftiture of the nation, but none so prominent and 
idgnifipan t as the orerall tb^e suggested by Jordan: 
Pan-Arab security. 

Security of the Arab World may be such a wide and 
<vimplira>AH coBc^t that the best of experts migfat prefer to 
shy aw^y from dining it. But, gifen tte rapid changes and 
transformatkms that the globe has witnessed recently, there 
has to be a 9 edfic and tundy definitioo that our leadm can 
a^ee to at die outset of dieir summit — w better sdD at the 
meetii^ of tlirir for^n ministers in a few days’ dme. 

It is not difiScnlt, for instmice, to see that pan-Arab 
secnrity is diffei^it frmn what it li^ been in the cold war 
Ihat it is DOW governed by a (Afferent set of factors and 
maior groapii^ and fdayers. 

To take just one example, we need not look beyond the 
percdvcd threat of conunonism and how the changed world 
in the Soviet Unkm and Eastern Europe should change our 
flihilriiig and pi«it[fn g jg order to siuft onr csqiabililies and 
resources to where they truly serve our best interests at diis 
sti^. Another sofid exaoqile is the qaesdon of toe Gonf&ct 
with Iran, and wbeCber the strategic threat from that 
country equals or even comes near the dango* of Soviet 
Jewish immigration to Israel. The West’s campaign against 
Iraq, especially Israel’s role in instigating and fo m enting it, 
is yet another extremely important and n rge n t matter onder 
which pan- Arab seenrtty has to be studied and d ifi n e d. 
Democracy and mnch-iieeded democratic reforms in the 
Arab World are but vital concerns for oor magsas from the 
Athmdc to the Indian orenns, and they also have to be 
addressed serioosly if we are to bniid and str^then a new 
Arab national security <m striid and lasting fonndatkm. 

In every angle topic diat wiO be tackled at the Baghdad 
summit, Jordan has to figure at the top, since it is us here in 
this coontry — Jordanians and Palesthnans alike — who are 
the nearest to and the immediate target of the fafegest threat 
that faces the Arab World today, namely Isradi expansion- 
ism and Zkmist designs. 

People who know this — and they are not nccessarfly only 
Jordanians and Palestinians — would like to call the 
Baghdad m ee ti n g the Jordan snnsmit, and rightly so. The 
Iraqis at least know tins, hot bopefhlly the rest of Arab 
leaders wil! too. It is tins front that needs to be strengthened 
in earnest, fer the real dasher to pan-Arab security is 
coming much more firom die west now than it will from the 
east for a kn^, loi^ time. 


JORDAN ?R£SS EDITORIALS 


A1 Ra’I Arabic daily on Saturday described a message to the Arab 
League secretary general by U.S. Secretary of State James Baker 
on the eve of the Arab summit in Baghdad as a way of absorbing 
what could be absorbed of Arab anger over Washington's 
behaviour. The paper said that Washington wants to try to 
appease the Arate lest they would take dxastic decisions at their 
scheduled summit in the Iraqi capital. The message, copies of 
which have aiso been sent to Arab capitals, reflects the feet that 
Washington realises titc , :- 7 *'’-*«»»ce Ai jb countries are attaching 
to this summit meeting and it is therefore trying to reduce Arab 
anger resulting from the continuing Jewish immigration into 
Pale^ne which enjoys U.S. blessings, the paper noted. The 
coming summit, the paper added, is not aimed at expressing Arab 
wrath but rather to t^e a collective stand with regard to the 
looming dangers resulting from this immigration. The paper said 
that the summit will be a forum where Arab leaders will 
re-emphasise their determination to pursue the struggle to regain 
their rights and lands; and therefore the Baker messages can by 
no means intimidate the Arabs or make them forget their 
legitimate rights. 


A columnist in M Ra'i Arabic daily bitterly attacks the United 
States for providing precious services to Israel, thus enabling it to 
expand in the Arab region. With reference to the United States 
current attempts to mend fences with Ethiopia, Ibrahim 
not^ that Washington is trying to secure the emigration of 3,000 
Ethiopian Jews to Israel in exchange for unproved relations with 
Addis Ababa and financial assistance to the Ethiopian regime. 
Israel for its part, is providing weapons and training to the 
Ethiopian forces as part of the deal to arrange for the emigration, 
the writer contuiues. He says that the United States, which has 
been providing technology and aid to Moscow in exchange for the 
emigration of millions of Jews, is now applying the same pattern 
to Ethiopia; thus acting for Israel, its strategic ally, in providing 
further manpower for the Jewish state. The writer says that 
Washington's actions represent a gift to its friends, providing 
Israel with more Jews who will eventually try to expand and 
stretdi Israel’s borders at the expense of the Arab World. 


Al Dnstonr daily commented on a visit to Jordan by Pakistan’s 
Prime Minister Benazir Bhutto, who the paper described, as a 
fighter for democracj' in a brotheriy Islamic country. Bhutto, as a 
friend to the Arabs, stated upon arrival in Amman Friday that her 
country will continue to extend support to Arab causes, and that 
the Soviet Jewish immigration into Palestine and the general 
situation in the occupied Arab territories will be discussed in talks 
with King Hussein and Prime Minister Mudar Badran. Bhutto’s 
viat is expected to lend further strength to the already excellent 
ties between Amman and Islamabad; and in view of Jordan’s 
friendly ties with India which is at loggerheads with Pakistan over 
Kashmir. Jordan is expected to caution Bhutto to opt fbr 
negotiations to end the regional conflict and could no doubt offer 
its good offices tc help solve the problem.

Loopholes in proposed ‘illegal gains 


The government has recently 
put the final touches on a new 
draft legislation to address 
illegal gains. The draft law will 
be referred to die parliament 
in its upcoming extraordinary 
session, expect to start in 
early June, together with 
another law for economic 


crimes. 

The draft defines illeul 
gains as any fixed or movable 
property a person obtained, 
fbr himself or for others, by 
using his public job in a wrong 
manner, and any increase in 
the wealth of that person which 
takes place during public ser- 
vice either for the person or 
the spouse or minor children if 
the increase is not warranted 
by their declared means, or if 
they failed to establish its 
legitimate source. 

The (aw does hot dearly 
define right and wrong sources 
of income, lliis may shed 
doubt on the income that an 
official could earn firom exter- 
nal activities, memberships 
and other services which are 


not dear whether diey are aris- 
ing from his positimi in part or 
in total. 

More imp o r tant, an official 
or an employee whose wealth 
grows is supposed to be gmlty 
until he proves fab innocence. 
The burden b oa him to prove 
that be was not corrupt. 

The law will be ai^cable to 
the primeministeTi the mini^ 
ters, the members of both 
higher and lower bouses of 
parliament, die chairmen 
the boards of directors and the 
general managers of com- 
panies if 40 per cent or more of 
their paid up capital b owned 
by the government and or the 
public sector corporations, and 
the presidents of all profession- 
al associations and laboor un- 
ions, the Union of Charity 
Societies and the Jordan Coop- 
erative Organbarion. It b 
worth pointing out that com- 
panies with at least 40 per cent 
public sector ownership are in 
the rise due to the aooeleraling 
investments of the Sodal 
Security Coiporation, a public 


sector entity. 

The draft picks up certain 
seositxve departments where 
almost all the staff, irre s pective 
of die level of reqioiialMfity, 
are sobjected to the law, suto 
as tender committees, the Au- 
dit Bureau, the CustoiiB De- 
partment, the Land and Survey 
Department, and the Income 
Tax Department. 

The law will create a depart- 
ment at the Ministiy of Jnstice 
specialising in illegal gains. 
The department win be heatM 
a ranking judge to 
receive declarations, allega- 
tions, evidence and daiifia- 
tions, and to follow up any 
delay in gnhmfenom^. 


and Will be repeated and up- 
dated every two years. 

The declarations wQl then 
undergo a tfaoFon^ scratiny Ity 
le^ committees whidi‘'can dc^ * 
mand further detafis and docu- 
mentatioo, and ask all official 
and private sources for con- 
firmation or additional ior 
torn^on. Should these com- 
nnttecs develop doubts in the 
declarations, they have die 
power to freeze all fbnns of 
wealth of any person exc^ In 
as nmdi as needed for fab 
femfly*s day to day expenses.

Nigerian military tries to find Baltic republics are only 
formula for democracy tip of independence iceberg

LAGOS, Nigeria — The military 
government has created two poli- 
tical parties in an effort to pro- 
duce the first riable civilian gov- 
ernment in Africa’s most popu- 
lous country, but critics see litde 
chance of success. 

They say Gen. Ibrahim Babao- 
gida's plans are doomed bytribal- 
ism. religious differences, power- 
hungry politidans and his own 
undemocratic methods. 

People registering as members 
of the two parties appear to make 
their choice on the basb of tribal 
and religious loyalties. 

The centre-ri^t National Re- 
publican Convention attracts the 
Muslim northerners who have 
dominated politics in thb West 
African nation of 100 million 
people. 

Most people in the south, 
where Ni^ria’s oil ridies lie, are 
Christians or followers of trach- 
tional, animist African leli^ons. 
They tend to join the left-of- 
centre Sodal Democratic Party. 

In October, Babangida's gov- 
ernment banned 13 independent 
groups that hoped to contest elec- 
tions promised for 1992. created 
the two parties and wrote their 
charters and platforms. 

"It has dampened my enthu- 
siasm,’' said Wole Soyinka, the 
Nigerian who won the 1986 Nobel 
Prize for literature. He said he 
would not join a party created by 
die government. 

Experienced politidans and 
dvil servants were banned from 
both parties. The government 
said it wanted to cleanse politics 
of corruption and nepotism — the 
problems the army died in over- 
throwing two prior dvilian admi- 
nistrations. 

Babangida seized power on 
Aug.27,198S, becoming the sixth 
military man to govern Nigeria 
since independence from Britain 
in 1960. 

He has survived three attemp- 
ted coups, the last on April 22 ^ 
plotters trying to break the poli- 
tical hold of northerners. 

The latest plot "highlighted the 
fact that the politi^ transition 
programme is not workable,** a 
□niversity professor said, on con- 
dition of anonymity. 

The two-party system will 
only worsen the north-south diri- 
sion. Muslims or Christians will 
be set on canidates of their own 
religion in 1992 —if the regime 
survives until then." the protesor 
added. 

In a speech to the Martin 
Luther King JR. Youth Qub, 
Lawyer Leon Mbakwe said, "We 
hardly chance government unless 
by violent means."

Unfortunately, this is re- 
flected on tbe books boo^c for 
Arab drildren, said an expert. 
“Many parents seem to be 
ignorant of the need to proride 
quality bools for dul^ea or 
even do not have the interest or 
the time to go and look tty 
themselves for books for their 
chUdren," said the director of 
"Arab Cartoon," a highly 
appreciated childrens’ maga- 
zine. He critidsed what be de- 
scribed as parental caieiessness 
and lack of interest towards 
educating children outside the 
school’s realm. 

"A parent once came to me 
asking to cancel his childreo’s 
subscription for the magazine, 
and ex|rfained that his ^dren 
‘waste* modi tune reading it 
many times and this must affea 
their studies at school," he said. 

In , Sweden, according to 
Homing, S5 per cent of the 
diildren between three and 
ei^t spend an average of 38 
minutes every day for either 
reading or fismning to their 
parents reading to them. In 
Jordan, she said, "I mmect very 
little of thk." 

Another basic problem, 
according to man y participants, 
is the hi^ cost of and unavaila- 
bility of quality books in cbe 
local market. Parents give little 
anention to the advantages of 
books for children and aader- 
(stimatc their importance and 
impact, accordijig to Heniung, 
do not seem to notice -

In most of the countries in 
tbe world, Heimmg, points out, 
"there happens to be special- 
ised people for duldren’s books 
who take good care of matching 
fdiotos with words and trying to 
provedte the senses of the ^d 
as well as pamting fnetures that 
interest and attract the diild.’’ 

Yet, in taldng into account 
that tiiese kind at books coa a 
lot, especially those in colour, 
this fact^ according to many 
leccureis, stands not only as an 
obstacle for tbe parents but also 
for writers. 

It seems that the child is the 


one who suffers the consequ- 
ences; for there happens to be 
little concern in writings for 
children. According to Jorda- 
nian statistics, given by Mary 
Fasheh, another lecturer, there 
has not been more than 145 
books for children over the last 
five years in the Kingdom. 
These include books about in- 
fonnation (17), drama (17), 
poetry (11) and story (100). In 
Sweden, according to Malqrist, 
1,000 books for children are 
published annually. 

Lack of interest in children’s 
books-has other elements which 
Jordan is to fece. Fbst and 
foremost, as summarised by 
Issam Zawawi, is that most cd 
the writers do not understand 
diildren “They use vocabular- 


ies of high standard, not dif- 
ferentiating between several 
ages as well as the different 
stages of the child’s growth and 
un&rstanding," he said. 

Also, according to Zawawi, 
most writers concentrate on li- 
mited subjects such as national 
and historical issues, ignoring 
the child’s problems and in- 
terests. 

There is a minority of litera- 
ture writers specialised in pre- 
school education, he said. 

Asked how one can write in 
the magical way she writes for 
children, attracting millions of 
children around the world. 
Astred Liodren said: “I write to i 
please the child in me; I write:

CAIRO CAP) — Tbe Soviet Un- 
ion has pitHnised Egypt massive 
debt relief that includes repay- 
ment in goods rather than cash, 
die government’s Middle East 
News Agency (MENA) said 
Saturday. 

Figures in the state-nin deu- 
cy’s report reflect that Egypt can 
clear its debt to Moscow by 
paying only about seven per cent 
of the debt's value if computed at 
tbe official rate of exchange. 

The report was unsourced. A 
government official told the AP 
that it came from President Hosni 
Mubarak's office. The president 
returned Friday night frcun a 
foreign trip that included almost 
four days in Moscow. 

Middle East News Agency said 
repayment will begin after an 
interest-free six-year grace 
period. It will be in “unconven- 
tional Egyptian goods,’* the agen- 
cy said, excluding cotton, Egypt's 
main export, and a few other 


agricultiual products. 

Egypt's foreign debt totals 
almost SSO billion. Most is owed 
to Western nations, and Cairo is 
negotiating with the International 
Monetary Fund for (*ebt restni^ 
mring and other relief. 

Easing the debt burden was 
among tbe main objectives of 
Mubarak's tour, which took him 
to China, North Korea and Bri- 
rian in addition to the Soviet 
Union. 

Egyptian officiak said Mubar- 
ak also won debt relief from 
China and North Korea durix^ 
the tour.

A cartoon in tbe daily A1 
Chaab Wednesday show^ a 
dinar bill in a boi^g ring giv- 
ing a powerful ptil^ fo a 
FKDcb-firanc note, the main 
foreign currency traded in 
Algeria. 

A customs offidal told Alge- 
rian radio that since the start of 
tbe cradcdown on May 1 goods 
worth one bilKon dinars (S12S 
million) and bank notes worth 
20 minion francs ($3.6 million) 
had been seized.

Chrysler officials at a news 
conference said they eventusdly 
expect to produce about 5,000 
Vipers a year, to be sold at 300 to 
500 U.S. dealerships. 

lacocca said developing the 
Viper had cost Chrysler “tens and 
tens of millions — not hundreds 
of millions,” of dollars, adding it 
can make money for tbe company 
at a sales pace of 5,000 cars a 
year.

Third World increases deposits 


BASEL, Switzerland (AP) — 
Hiird World countries, led by 
Taiwan and China, sutetantially 
increased their deposits in com- 
mercial banks of the industrial- 
ised nations, according to a sur- 
vey of the fourth quarter of 1989. 

The survey, compiled by the 
Basel-based Bank for Interna- 
tional Settlements (BIS) and re- 
leased Friday, said new deposits 
by non-OPEC (Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries) 
Third World countries rose by 
$14.6 billion while claims on them 
by the reporting banks dropped 
by $4.7 billion. 

It said Taiwanese deposits went 
up by $3.7 billion and that tbe 
country had repaid $1.9 bilion 
worth of earlier loans. 

China eliminated its net debtor 


position after adding a further 
$3.5 billion to its deposits. 
Malaysia’s deposits with tee 
banks reportii^ to BIS went up 
by $1.3 billion, described is tee 
survey as another significant in- 
crease. 

Identified claims on Latin 
American countries, which have 
declined oontinuousiy since 1987, 
fell by a further $3.2 biDion. 
Qaims on Braal and Argentine 
contracted by $2.2 l^oo and 
$1.4 billion req>ectively, partiy as 
a result of write-offr and debt 
conversion programmes. 

Deposits hy members of OPEC 
increased by S7.2 billion after 
declining by $6.8 ItiUion in the 
previous quarter. At tee same 
time, on OPEC countries 

rose by $5.7 billion. 


New credits extended by com- 
mercial hmks to Eastern Europe 
in tee fourth quarter totalled $2 
billion, a pace undumged from 
tee previous three months. New 
riairiM increased by $800 million 
each for the Sovi^ UnUm and 
East Germany which at tee same 
time withdrew $500 million worth 
of its deposits.

TAIPEI (R) — Taiwan’s stock 
market, windi once seemed to 
exist only to make millionaires 
out of housewives, is suffering a 
dramatic reversal in fortunes as 
investors dump stocks and 
analysts forecast furteer declines. 

The market dropped sbarfriy 
once again Friday, with the 
weighted index losing 6.4 percent 
to end at 7,416.96, its lowest 
point since Apiril 19^. 

Friday's fall also placed the 
index 40.6 per cent below tbe 
index’s all-time high of 12,49534 
Feb. 2 thfr year ~ a sbockmg- 
tumaround for a market that 
soared 88 per cent in 1989, 119 
per cent in 1988 and 120 per cent 
in 1987. 

“The iron bnbble has got some 


serious cracks,” said John Eo^, 
preddent of Hoare Govett in 
Taiwan. 

Analysts say tbe maricet is 
paying for the tremendous rises 
of tee past, wffid occurred with- 
out relation to tbe nnderiying 
value of the companies.

MANAGUA (R) — Nicaragua's contra rebds have 
said they had decided to hold onto their guns, 
smy giiding a disarmament accord, becanse th^ 
feared President VioSeta Chamorro was losing con- 
trol of the country. 


“We anno once that we are 
indefiniteiy snspeoding the dis- 
annaioent and demobUisation of 
Nicaraguan resistance troops,** 
said a rebel statement released in 
Managua and signed by contra 
military Commander Israel 
Galeano, known as Comandante 
Franklin. 

The rd)el statement said Cha- 
morro’s new government bad not 
complied with demobilisation 
acoOTds, whicb called for the gov- 
ernment to guarantee the Sidety 
of <fisanned rebel fighters and 
pro^e them with econmnic aid. 

The contras said diey would 
not Tesnzne disarming until Cha- 


morro overcomes “the current 
rfimate of sodal uncertainty and 
instai^ty,** which the statement 
said was brou^t on by the leftist 
Sandinista opposition. 

“A progressive deterioratkm of 
the new government’s authority is 
being prodnced,** the contra 
statement said.

Cheney: U.S. proposing new 
ideas on conventional arms 


WASHINGTON (AP) — TTic 
administration of President 
George Bush is proposing new 
ideas to solve several knotty 
issues holding up East-West 
^reement on redndng conven- 
tional forces in Eorope, Defence 
Secretary Dick CSieney has said. 

But be said be didn’t expect a 
sudden breakthrough in the com- 
plex negotiations. 

Cheney, in an interview with 
AP Broajdcast Services, con- 
firmed the proposals were taken 
to Moscow by Secretary of State 
James Baker. 

He gave no details about the 
piopo^ except to s&y they were 
developed by himself, Gen. Col- 
in Powell, who is chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs, and National 
Secnrity Adviser Brent So^- 
croft. 

“The conventional talks right 
now are complicated,” he said. 


“If you will, we have a sense the 
Soviets have slowed things 
down." 

Cheney was respondmg to a 
question about a report in the 
New York Times that the United 
States had proposed to “split the 
difference” on such probiems 
areas as limits on the nomber of 
tactical aircraft, one of the major 
sticking points in tiie Vienna 
talks. 

The report said Baker was pre- 
pared to discnss a limit in the 
range of 6,000 aircraft, a number 
hi^r th^ NATO had been 
wiffing to accept. 

The negotiations involve North

Foil predicts big win 
for Romania’s NSF 


BUCHAREST (R) — Romania’s 
ruling National Salvation Front 
(^F) is heading for a resounding 
victory Sunday in the country's 
first free elections for more than 
half a century, according to an 
official opinion poll publisbed 
Satorday. 

The elections, five months af- 
ter the bloody overthrow of Com- 
mnnist ruler Nicolae Ceausescu, 
follow a campaign marred by 
violence and intintiidation that has 
raised Western concern about 
Romania’s path from diceatorship 
to demoo^. 

The latest pM by the Dada 
Institnte, puUKhed ^ the official 
Ro m press neub agency, forecast 
interim head of state and NSF 
leader Ion lliescu would win 70 
per cent of votes in a three-way 
race for the presidency. 

It gave a rinrilar margin to the 
front, whidi is led by ex-Com- 
mnnists and speariieaded last De- 
cember’s revolntion, in elevens 
being fought the same day by 82 
parties for seats in a two-^amber 
parliament. 

The human rights gronp Hel- 
sinki Wateh, in Romania to moni- 
tor the elections widi other inters 
njirionai observers, said Satnrday 
that the NSF government bad 
Cail^ to create foe conditions fisr 
a feir election. 

“(The) environment is not con- 
ducive to free expression for tte 
population,” ft said in a report. 

“Hiis is especially true for 
smaller towns and villages where 
'little has dianged sinoe the re- 
volntion,” it added, listing allega- 
tioDS of attadcs on oiqxisitioD

Aviation Week and Space 
Technology magazine, quoti^ a 
visitfog Soviet cosmonaut, raid 
the Soyuz c^, whifocacri^ tiie 
cosmonauts to the qiaoe station 
was damag e during laundi on 
Feb. 11, leaving tiie two men 
“wifoout a reliable escape vfoide 
in tire event of an emergency." 

Spokesmen for tiie U.S. space 
agency dedfoed all comment on 
die matter. 

But the American q»ce eqieits 
are knowledgeable about 
tiie Soviet ^ace pro^lanime said 
Sovi^ space offidab had not 
ea^ressed any grave conoem fo* 
out tiie men or tiieir mteaon. 

“The Soviets have knon^i since 
late Febraary that tii^ had a 
problem and they have talked 
foont it fo foe Soviet ffrcss*** 
Maida Smith, a qieci«Kfst in 
Soviet ^ace pediey at the Library 
of Cemgress fo Wasbfogton, told 
Renters.

He was referring to the jrian- 
ned spdoewaffi to noake repairs to 
protective insulation blankets 
that were partly tom from the 
Soyuz craft when it was launched. 

Oberg said he believed tiie 
Soyuz craft could successfoUy re* 
turn to Earfo wifoout i^iaixs. ~

John Pike, director of foe 
Spare Foficy Project at tbe Fed- 
eration of Ameruan Scientists, 
also said tiiere was no emergency 
fovolvfog tile Soyuz. 

“In princqile foey can stay up 
there ^ their boM mett,” be 
safocffthetwocosmcmairis. “This 
is no *trapped fo space with only 
twotiays 1^ to live* scenario.” 

The antlMff of foe artide, Cndg 
Covanlt, adoDOuledged fo an fo- 
terriew wifo Re n te rs that the 
cosmonauts were not in any im- 
mediate danger and that another 
Soyuz craft could be sent up 
empty to fake the. crew home ff 
ne^ed. 

“1 would oot use tiie term 
’stranded,*'* Covanlt said fo a 
tetepbone intexview. 

He added that the two cosno- 
nauts, Anatoliy Soloyev and Ale- 
xander Bafacfin, were scheduled 
to stay aboard the Mir space 
statioQ until some time fo tile 
summer so foere was no need to 
brii^ tiiem home immediatety. 

However, he said, in foe event 
of a life-tiueatenfog emergen^ 
aboard the Msr, foe two coctio- 
nauts may have to take their 
chances fleeing in the Soyuz. 
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
